The Problem of the West 


The conference at Winnipeg on the 
subject of marketing western products 
naturally evolved into a discussion, in the 
main, of the position of the wheat-grower 
and the wheat-growing industry. The dele- 
gates did not agree on a method to solve 
the low-price problem, or the related prob- 
lem of slack demand; beyond a continu- 
ance of the attempt to reach buyers in

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parts of the world from which Canadian 
and other foreign wheat is now excluded. 

But they were unanimous in the con- 
clusion that continued effort will have to 
be made along some line to the end of 
putting wheat production on a basis pro- 
fitable enough to make the grower self- 
sustaining. And that meanwhile some 
system of subsidizing the industry offers 
the only chance to keep the producer on 
his land—which, in affect means off di- 
rect relief. 

The conference also heard what is per- 
haps the most striking summary of the 
wheat situation yet made in a single sen- 
tence. A representative of the United 
States department of agriculture said if 
the great exporting countries continue to 
sow their present acreages they will have 
to reconcile themselves to the prospect of 
having 250,000,000 bushels of wheat 
thrown on the world market every year 
over and above the actual present demand. 

That arresting statement gives a pic- 
ture of the difficulties surrounding the 
production and disposal of the major crop 
of the west, a picture which may be fam- 
iliar to wheat men but which others will 
find useful. Those in eastern Canada, for 
example, who have been saying harsh 
things about the west and the pegged 
price may ponder the declaration with 
profit. 

If these will put alongside this state- 
ment the other fact that wheat-growing is 
the only possible basis for western agri- 
culture, they should be able to see that 
the western farmer deserves something 
better than abuse, and that without the 
artificial support of a pegged price for 
wheat western farming would collapse. 
In which case of course the western mar- 
ket for eastern manufactured goods 
would shrink and western farm debts au- 
tomatically become not collectable. 


Editorial Notes

It 
was the gold of the Jew that filled the royal ex- 
chequer at the outbreak of war or revolt.”

Details of the persecution and expulsion of 
the Jews from England in the early fourteenth 
century read like today’s papers. “The sack of 
Jewry after Jewry was the sign of popular hatred 
during the Barons’ war. Statute after statute 
hemmed them in. They were forbidden to hold

A PAGE FROM Christian servants, to move 
ENGLISH HISTORY through the streets without 

the two white tablets of 
wool on their breasts which distinguished their 
race. They were prohibited from building new 
synagogues, or eating with Christians or acting 
as physicians to them. Their trade was anni- 
tilated by a royal order, which bade them re- 
nounce usury on pain of death. On the eve of his 
struggle with Scotland, Edward, eager to find 
supplies for his treasury and swayed by the fan- 
aticism of his subjects, bought the grant of a 
fifteenth from clergy and laity by consenting to 
drive the Jews from his realm.”
